counts of the battle of the 17th of May, 
near Paraxadi.

statement, the Russians must have 
come oil'second best. 


The latest Russian Bulletin bears 


the date of the camp before Silislria, 
May 29th. It appears that the opera- 
tions of the siege of that -place had but 
just commenced. It seemed likely to 
be protracted much longer than might 
suit the Russian interests. 
A Turkish 


ship of the line of 60 guns is said to 
have been burnt at the entrance of the 
Bosphorus, under the lire of a ibrl, by a 
small Russian Squadron. 
The Grand 


Vizier remained shut up in Schoumla. 


The latest accounts received at Odes- 


sa, say that the Grand Vizier is con- 
centrating1 all his force behind Schoum- 
la.. There was no news from Vurna, 
however; no military operations of im- 
portance could take place. The grass 
was but just springing up, so as lo af- 
ford forage for the horses, and the cav- 
alry and artillery cannot act until the 
ammunition and provisions can be con- 
veyed. 


The Sultan lias gone to his camp, 


while the Russians arc preparing for 
decisive measures on the left bank of 
Danube. Till Silistria has"1 fallen into 
the hands of the Russians, we must not 
expect any great military movements.

ting all kinds of disorders. 


These disgraceful scenes have been 


carried so far, that to-day even some 
persons of the lower orders (who had 
hitherto taken the part of Don Miguel) 
proceeded to defend the insulted per- 
sons, attacking the satellites of Don 
Miguel,and dispersed them with stones.
